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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the election of species of Figs. 9-1 1 , in the reply filed 
on Mar 3, 2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "the various 
embodiments of Figs. 5 to 1 1 follow the same idea and are quite similar in their construction". 
This is not found persuasive because the listed species have clear differences on the structure 
and orientation of the mounts with respect to the frame. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on Dec 13, 2005, was filed and 
the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3, 24-29, and 35-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by the German Patent (DE 20004369). 

The German Patent (DE 20004369) discloses a manipulator comprising a frame (Fig. 1) 
having a docking site (Fig. 1), a plurality of device parts (Fig. 1), and a safety means 
(Figs. 2 and 4-8) and a junction point. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 30-34 and 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the German Patent (DE 20004369) in view of the European Patent (EP 0386729). 

The German Patent (DE 20004369), as presented above, does not specifically show a 
detector for detection. However, the European Patent (DP 0386729) teaches the 
detector (Figs. 1 and 2). Thus, it would have been obvious to those skilled in the art to 
provide a detector on the German Patent (DE 20004369) as taught by the European 
Patent (EP 0386729) to detect the movement of the German patent's device. 
Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kikut (6,398,279) shows a coupler for gripping.
